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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section

com,  40.7  per  cent;  canned  peas,  38.2  per  cent;  canned  baked 
beans,  43.9  per  cent;  miscellaneous  canned  vegetables,  24.9  per 
cent;  canned  fruits  and  berries,  16.8  per  cent;  preserves,  marma- 
lades, jellies,  crushed  fruits,  and  fruit  sirups,  27.6  per  cent. 

The  blocks  of  the  commodities  here  considered  were  in  all  cases 
larger  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they  were  one  year  earlier. 
While  in  the  case  of  canned  meats,  canned  sardines,  and  canned 
corn  the  increase  in  stocks  was  relatively  small,  it  amounted  to  a 
considerable  percentage  in  the  case  of  the  other  eight  commodities. 
The  largest  increase  was  shown  in  the  case  of  miscellaneous  canned 
vegetables,  the  stocks  of  which  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  56.5 
per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms  one  year  earlier. 
The  percentages  of  increase  for  the  other  commodities  were  as  fol- 
lows: Canned  meats,  2.1  per  cent;  canned  soup,  35.9  per  cent; 
canned  salmon,  49.8  per  cent;  canned  sardines,  6.4  per  cent;  canned 
tomatoes,  12.8  per  cent;  canned  corn.  0.9  per  cent;  canned  peas,  35.6 
per  cent;  canned  baked  beans,  46.9  per  cent;  miscellaneous  canned 
vegetables,  56.5  per  cent;  canned  fruits  and  berries,  38.8  per  cent;  pre- 
serves, marmalades,  jellies,  crushed  fruits,  and  fruit  sirups,  22.1  per 
cent. 

Some  of  the  most  important  figures  relating  to  the  commodities 
of  this  group  are  presented  in  summary  form  in  Table  1. 
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The  ganned  goods  for  which  information  is  here  presented  include 
canned  meats,  canned  soup,  canned  salmon,  canned  sardines,  canned 
tomatoes,  canned  corn,  canned  peas,  canned  baked  beans,  miscella- 
neous canned  vegetables  (string  beans,  lima  beans,  pumpkin,  aspara- 
gus, etc.),  canned  fruits  and  berries,  and  preserves,  marmalades, 
jellies,  crushed  fruits,  and  fruit  sirups. 

The  total  commercial  supply  of  these  commodities  on  hand  and 
in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1.  1918,  by  manu- 
facturers (including  both  canners  or  packers  and  firms  using  the 
canned  goods  as  materials),  storage  houses,  and  wholesale  dealers 
were  as  follows:  Canned  meats,  60,103,807  pounds;  canned  soup, 
53,925,834  pounds;  canned  salmon,  141,719,281  pounds;  canned 
sardines.  43,082,944  pounds;  canned  tomatoes,  116,811,8S5  pounds; 
canned  corn,  52,326,315  pounds;  canned  peas,  131,161,336  pounds; 
canned  baked  beans.  108.130,411  pounds;  miscellaneous  canned 
vegetables,  205,632.497  poimds;  canned  fruits  and  berries,  260,- 
131,943  pounds;  preserves,  marmalades,  jellies,  crushed  fruits,  and 
fruit  sirups,  67.922.655  pounds. 

The  figures  for  goods  in  transit  were  obtained  under  the  following 
instructions:  "Report  as  in  transit  the  total  quantity  which  you 
have  recently  shipped,  and  which  you  believe  has  not  been  delivered 
to  the  purchaser  or  consignee."  The  quantities  of  these  commodities 
thus  reported  as  in  transit  were  as  follows:  Canned  meats.  3,398,721 
pounds;  canned  soup,  767,773  pounds;  canned  salmon,  4,556,741 
pounds;  canned  sardines,  3,468,390  pounds;  canned  tomatoes, 
1,171.346  poimds;  canned  corn.  773.405  pounds;  canned  peas, 
2,872,634  pounds;  canned  baked  beans.  9,826,579  pounds;  mis- 
cellaneous canned  vegetables,  7,412,449  pounds;  canned  fruits  and 
berries,  8.387,557  pounds;  preserves,  marmalades,  jellies,  crushed 
fruits,  and  fruit  sirups,  3,271,580  pounds. 

The  reports  covering  the  retail  stocks  of  these  commodities  for 
July  1,  1918.  are  in  process  of  tabulation  and  the  figures  will  be 
published  later.  Some  idea  of  the  relative  importance  of  the  retail 
stocks  may  be  obtained  from  the  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  in 
which  it  was  found  that  the  stocks  in  the  hands  of  retailers  repre- 
sented the  following  percentages  of  the  total  commercial  stocks  of 
the  commodities  here  considered:  Canned  meats,  12.8  per  cent; 
canned  soup,  23.8  per  cent;  canned  salmon,  21.0  per  cent;  canned 
sardines,  23.3  per  cent;    canned  tomatoes,  30.8  per  cent;    canned

The  commercial  stocks  of  canned  meats  (including  canned  sausage 
and  canned  poultry),  together  with  the  quantities  in,  transit,  as 
reported  by  classes  of  business  other  than  retail  dealers,  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  amounted  to  60,103,807  pounds.  Of  this 
amount,  56,705.086  pounds  were  reported  as  on  hand  and  3,398,721 
pounds  as  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  reported  as  actually  on  hand 
by  the  classes  of  business  here  considered,  the  meat  packers  held 
61.9  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  10.2  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers, 
26.2  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  1.7  per  cent. 
The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  business  concerns, 
as  well  as  by  several  subclasses,  are  given  in  the  first  column  of 
Table  2.  The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  also  given,  in 
the  last  column  of  the  table.  The  relative  stocks  reported  by  the 
several  classes  above  enumerated  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  1. 

The  number  of  reports  received  and  tabulated  for  canned  meats 
is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  3.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  canned  meats  here 
considered  is  shown  in  Table  4.  The  East  North  Central  division 
far  outranked  all  other  geographic  divisions  in  stocks  of  this  com- 
modity reported,  the  West  North  Central  division  ranking  second. 
The  figures  for  individual  states  indicate  that  the  showing  made  by 
the  East  North  Central  division  was  due  almost  entirely  to  the 
state  of  Illinois,  which  alone  reported  considerably  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  stocks  reported  for  the  entire  country.  The  rank  of  the 
West  North  Central  division  was  in  large  measure  due  to  the  state 
of  Kansas,  which  reported  about  one-eighth  of  the  total  for  the 
United  States.  The  stocks  of  canned  meats  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  2. 

Figures  representing  the  quantities  of  canned  meats  reported  as 
in  transit  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last 
column  of  Table  4.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  85  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  2,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  5.  From  these  figures  it  appears  that  the  stocks  of  the  ware- 
houses, the  wholesale  dealers,  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  firms 
were  somewhat  smaller  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they  were  one 
year  earlier.  The  stocks  of  the  meat  packers,  the  most  important 
class  of  holders  of  this  commodity,  however,  were  4.5  per  cent 
larger  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they  were  one  year  earlier. 
The  total  stocks  of  canned  meats  reported  for  July  1,  1918,  were 
2.1  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms  on  July  1,  1917. 
The  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  graphically  represented,  for 
the  meat  packers,  the  warehouses,  and  the  wholesale  dealers,  in 
Diagram  3.

The  commercial  stocks  of  canned  soup,  together  with  the  quanti- 
ties in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by 
canners,  warehouses,  wholesale  dealers,  and  a  miscellaneous  group 
of  firms,  exclusive  of  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  53.925,834  pounds. 
Of  this  amount,  53,158,061  pounds  were  reported  as  on  hand  and 
767,773  pounds  as  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the  canners 
held  26.7  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  7.4  per  cent;  the  wholesale 
dealers,  65.1  per  cent;  and  the  miscellaneous  group.  0.8  per  cent. 
The  stocks  on  hand  are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  6,  while  the  quantities  in  transit  are  similarly 
shown  in  the  last  column  of  the  same  table.  The  relative  stocks 
reported  by  the  four  classes  enumerated  are  represented  in  graphic 
form  in  Diagram  4. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  canned  soup 
is  shown,  bv  classes  of  business,  in  Table  8.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  supply  of  canned 
soup,  as  reported  by  the  classes  of  business  concerns  here  considered, 
is  shown  in  Table  7.  The  states  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  division,  it 
may  be  noticed,  reported  about  two-fifths  of  the  stocks  in  the  entire 
country,  while  the  East  North  Central  division  reported  slightly 
more  than  one-fifth.  The  rank  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  was 
due  very  largely  to  the  stocks  reported  from  New  Jersey,  which 
amounted  to  12,058,919  pounds  out  of  a  total  of  21,707,384  pounds 
for  the  division.  Illinois  ranked  second  in  stocks  of  this  commodity, 
New  York  third,  Pennsylvania  fourth,  and  California  fifth.  The 
stocks  of  canned  soup  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important 
states  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  5. 

The  quantity  of  canned  soup  reported  as  in  transit  is  shown  by 
geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  7.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  85  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  schedules  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  6,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  9.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  stocks  of 
canned  soup  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  by  each  of  the 
several  classes  of  business  concerns  here  considered  were  materially 
larger  than  those  held  one  year  earlier.  The  total  holdings  reported 
for  July  1,  1918,  were  35.9  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the 
same  firms  on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates 
are  represented  graphically,  for  the  canners,  the  warehouses,  and  the 
wholesale  dealers,  in  Diagram  6.

The  commercial  stocks  of  canned  salmon,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  canners,  warehouses,  wholesale  dealers,  and  a  miscella- 
neous group  of  firms,  exclusive  of  retail  dealers,  amounted  to 
141.719,281  pounds.  Of  this  amount,  137,162,540  pounds  were 
reported  as  stocks  on  hand  and  4,556,741  pounds  as  in  transit. 
Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the  canners  held  8.5  per  cent;  the  ware- 
houses, 24.1  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers  (including  the  meat 
packers),  66.2  per  cent;  and  the  miscellaneous  group,  1.2  per  cent. 
The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  business  concerns 
are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  10,  and  the*  quantities  in 
transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks  held  by  the  various 
classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  7. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  canned 
salmon  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business  concerns,  in  Table  11.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  canned  salmon 
reported  in  the  Survey  by  the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered 
is  shown  in  Table  12.  The  Pacific  division,  it  may  be  noticed, 
ranked  first  in  stocks  reported,  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  second, 
the  East  North  Central  division  third,  and  the  West  North  Central 
division  fourth.  The  rank  of  the  first  two  divisions  mentioned  was 
due  very  largely  to  the  states  of  Washington  and  New  York,  respec- 
tively, the  former  state  reporting  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  total 
for  the  Pacific  division  and  the  latter  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
total  for  the  Middle  Atlantic  division.  Other  states  reporting  more 
than  6,000,000  pounds  of  canned  salmon  were  California,  Illinois, 
Pennsylvania,  Texas,  and  Ohio.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eight- 
een most  important  states  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  8. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  12.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  schedules  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  10.  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  13.  These  figures  indicate  a  material  increase 
in  the  stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  compared  with 
the  earlier  date  for  all  classes  of  business  concerns  considered.  The 
total  stocks  reported  for  July  1,  1918,  were  49.8  per  cent  larger 
than  the  corresponding  stocks  on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks 
on  the  two  dates  are  represented  graphically,  for  the  canners,  the 
warehouses,  and  the  wholesale  dealers,  in  Diagram  9.

The  commercial  supply  of  canned  sardines  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  July  1.  1918,  by  canners,  warehouses,  wholesale  dealers, 
and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  not  including  retail  dealers, 
amounted  to  43,082,944  pounds.  Of  this  amount,  39,614,554 
pounds  were  reported  as  on  hand  and  3,468,390  pounds  as  in  transit. 
The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  are  shown,  by  classes  of  business 
concerns,  in  the  first  column  of  Table  14,  and  the  quantities  reported 
as  in  transit  in  the  last  column  of  the  same  table.  Of  the  stocks 
reported  as  on  hand,  the  canners  held  20.6  per  cent;  the  warehouses, 
24.6  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers.  53.7  per  cent;  and  the  miscella- 
neous group  of  firms,  1.1  per  cent.  The  relative  stocks  reported  by 
these  classes  of  concerns  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  10. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  canned 
sardines  is  shown  by  classes  of  concerns  in  Table  16.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  supply  of  canned 
sardines,  exclusive  of  retail  stocks,  is  shown  in  Table  15.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  far  outranked  all  others  in 
stocks  of  this  commodity,  the  state  of  New  York  alone  reporting 
more  than  two-sevenths  of  the  total  stocks  for  the  entire  country. 
The  figures  for  individual  states  indicate  that  Maine  ranked  second 
in  stocks  of  canned  sardines,  California  third,  Pennsylvania  fourth, 
and  Illinois  fifth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most 
important  states  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  11. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  15.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  seven-tenths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year^schedules  are  given  by 
classes  of  business  in  Table  14,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  17.  The  figures  indicate  that  the  stocks  of  the 
canners,  as  well  as  those  of  the  relatively  unimportant  miscellaneous 
group  of  firms,  were  smaller  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they 
were  one  year  earlier.  The  stocks  of  the  warehouses  and  the 
wholesale  dealers,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  increases  of  7.3  per 
cent  and  12.1  per  cent,  respectively.  The  total  stocks  reported 
for  July  1,  1918,  were  6.4  per  cent  larger  than  the  corresponding 
stocks  on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are 
represented  in  graphic  form,  for  the  canners,  the  warehouses,  and 
the  wholesale  dealers,  in  Diagram  12.

The  commercial  stocks  of  canned  tomatoes,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  classes  of  business  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to 
116,811,885  pounds,  of  which  amount  115,640,539  pounds  repre- 
sented the  stocks  on  hand  and  1,171,346  pounds  the  quantities  in 
transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the  canners  held  4.5  per  cent;  the 
warehouses,  17.4  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  77.8  per  cent; 
and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  0.3  per  cent.  The  stocks  actually, 
reported  as  on  hand  are  shown,  by  classes  of  business  concerns,  in 
the  first  column  of  Table  18,  and  the  quantities  reported  as  in  transit 
in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks  reported  by  the  classes 
above  enumerated  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  13. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  canned 
tomatoes  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  19.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  canned 
tomatoes  reported  by  the  classes  of  business  concerns  here  considered 
is  shown  in  Table  20.  The  South  Atlantic  division,  it  may  be 
noticed,  ranked  first  in  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported,  with  the 
Middle  Atlantic  division  second.  The  figures  for  individual  states 
indicate  that  the  state  of  Maryland  alone  reported  10,888,720 
pounds,  or  more  than  one-eleventh  of  the  stocks  reported  for  the 
entire  country.  Pennsylvania  ranked  second  in  stocks  reported, 
Texas  third,  and  New  York  fourth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the 
eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  14. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  20.

More  than  three-fourths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  schedules  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  18,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  21.  The  figures  indicate  that  while  the  stocks 
of  the  canners  were  only  about  one-half  as  large  on  the  date  of  the 
Survey  as  they  were  one  year  earlier,  the  warehouses  and  the  whole- 
sale dealers  reported  material  increases.  These  increases  amounted 
to  82.6  per  cent  in  the  case  of  the  warehouses,  and  13.8  per  cent 
in  the  case  of  the  wholesale  dealers.  The  total  stocks  reported  by 
the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered  were  12.8  per  cent  larger  on 
July  1,  1918,  than  on  July  1,  1917.  The  comparative  stocks  on  the 
two  dates  are  represented  graphically,  for  the  canners,  the  ware- 
houses, and  the  wholesale  dealers,  in  Diagram  15.

The  commercial  supply  of  canned  corn  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  canners,  warehouses,  wholesale  dealers, 
and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  not  including  retail  dealers, 
amounted  to  52,326,315  pounds.  Of  this  amount,  51,552,910  pounds 
represented  stocks  on  hand  and  773,405  pounds  quantities  in  transit. 
Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the  canners  held  3.4  per  cent;  the  ware- 
houses, 10.6  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  85.7  per  cent;  and  the 
miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  0.3  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  as 
on  hand  are  shown,  by  classes  of  business  concerns,  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  22,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last  column 
of  the  same  table.  The  relative  stocks  reported  by  the  classes  of 
concerns  above  enumerated  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram 
16.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  canned  corn  covered 
by  this  report  is  shown  in  Table  23.  The  East  North  Central 
division,  it  may  be  noticed,  reported  more  than  one-fourth  of  the 
total  stocks,  while  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranked  second  in 
stocks  reported,  and  the  West  North  Central  division  third.  Among 
the  individual  states,  Illinois  ranked  first,  Pennsylvania  second, 
Ohio  third.  Texas  fourth,  and  New  York  fifth.  The  stocks  reported 
for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  graphically  in 
Diagram  17.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  22,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  25.  These  figures  indicate  that  while  the  stocks 
of  the  canners  and  the  warehouses  were  materially  larger  on  the 
date  of  the  Survey  than  they  were  one  year  earlier,  the  wholesale 
dealers,  who,  as  above  stated,  held  85.7  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  showed  a  decrease  in  holdings  as  com- 
pared with  those  of  the  earlier  date.  The  total  stocks  on  July  1, 
1918,  were  0.9  per  cent  larger  than  the  holdings  of  the  same  firms 
on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  repre- 
sented graphically,  for  each  class  of  concerns  except  the  miscella- 
neous group,  in  Diagram  18.

The  commercial  stocks  of  canned  peas,  together  with  the  quanti- 
ties in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by 
business  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  131,161,336 
pounds,  of  which  quantity  128,288,702  pounds  were  reported  as  on 
hand  and  2,872,634  pounds  as  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand, 
the  canners  held  56.5  per  cent:  the  warehouses,  5.5  per  cent;  the 
wholesale  dealers,  37.7  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of 
firms,  0.3  per  cent.  The  stocks  on  hand,  as  reported  by  the  different 
classes  of  business  concerns,  are  given  in  Table  26,  and  the  quantities 
reported  as  in  transit  are  given  in  the  last  column  of  the  same  table. 
The  relative  holdings  of  the  classes  of  concerns  above  enumerated 
are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  19.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  canned 
peas,  as  reported  by  the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered,  is 
shown  in  Table  28.  The  East  North  Central  division,  as  the  figures 
indicate,  reported  about  two-fifths  of  the  total  stocks  of  canned 
peas.  The  South  Atlantic  division  ranked  second  in  stocks  of 
canned  peas,  with  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  United  States  total,  and 
the  Middle  Atlantic  division  third.  Among  the  individual  states, 
Wisconsin  ranked  first,  Illinois  second,  Maryland  third,  Indiana 
fourth,  and  New  York  fifth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  20.

About  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported" 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by 
classes  of  business  in  Table  26,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  29.  These  figures  indicate  that,  with  the  exception 
of  the  stocks  held  by  the  wholesale  dealers,  the  holdings  on  the  date 
of  the  Survey  were  materially  larger  than  the  corresponding  hold- 
ings one  year  earlier.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  baked 
beans  covered  by  this  report  is  shown  in  Table  31.  The  East  North 
Central  division,  as  the  table  indicates,  ranked  first  in  commercial 
stocks  of  baked  beans,  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  second,  and 
the  South  Atlantic  division  third.  Among  the  individual  states, 
Pennsylvania  ranked  first,  Illinois  second,  Maryland  third.  Indiana 
fourth,  and  New  York  fifth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  23.

More  than  85  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917.  as  well  as  for  July  1. 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  schedules  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  30.  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  33.  From  these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that 
each  class  of  business  concerns  held  materially  larger  stocks  on  the 
date  of  the  Survey  than  one  year  earlier.  The  total  stocks  reported 
for  July  1.  1918,  were  46.9  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the 
same  firms  on  July  1.  1917.  The  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates 
are  represented  graphically,  for  the  canners,  the  warehouses,  and 
the  wholesale  dealers,  in  Diagram  24.

The  commercial  stocks  of  miscellaneous  canned  vegetables  (lima 
beans,  string  beans,  pumpkin,  asparagus,  etc.),  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  business  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to 
205,632,497  pounds.  Of  this  amount,  198,220,048  pounds  were 
reported  as  on  hand  and  7,412,449  pounds  as  in  transit.  Of  the 
stocks  on  hand,  the  canners  held  33.5  per  cent;  the  warehouses, 
8.4  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  57.1  per  cent;  and  a  miscella- 
neous group  of  firms,  1.0  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  as  on 
hand  are  shown,  by  classes  of  business  concerns,  in  the  first  column 
of  Table  34,  while  the  quantity  reported  as  in  transit  is  similarly 
shown  in  the  last  column  of  the  same  table.  The  relative  holdings 
of  the  different  classes  of  concerns  above  enumerated  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  25.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  miscel- 
laneous canned  vegetables,  as  reported  by  the  various  classes  of 
business  concerns  here  considered,  is  shown  in  Table  36.  The  East 
North  Central  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  ranked  first  in  stocks 
reported,  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  second,  and  the  Pacific 
division  third.  Among  the  individual  states,  California  ranked 
first,  reporting  35,739,822  pounds  of  miscellaneous  canned  vege- 
tables, or  considerably  more  than  one-sixth  of  the  total  for  the 
entire  country.  The  state  of  New  York  came  second,  with 
25,153,852  pounds,  or  more  than  one-eighth  of  the  total,  and 
Illinois  and  Pennsylvania  were  third  and  fourth,  respectively. 
The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are 
represented  graphically  in  Diagram  26.

The  commercial  stocks  of  canned  fruits  and  berries,  together 
with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  by  all  classes  of  business 
concerns  except  retail  dealers,  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918, 
amounted  to  260,131,943  pounds.  Of  this  amount,  251,744,386 
pounds  represented  stocks  on  hand  and  8,387,557  pounds  quantities 
in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  reported  as  on  hand,  the  canners  held 
17.7  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  13.5  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers, 
63.2  per  cent;  the  bakers,  2.8  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group 
of  firms,  2.8  per  cent.  Figures  for  these  stocks,  as  actually  reported 
by  the  several  classes  of  business,  are  given  in  the  first  column  of 
Table  38,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  are  similarly  given  in  the 
last  column  of  the  same  table.  The  relative  holdings  of  the  classes 
of  concerns  above  enumerated  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  28.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  of  canned  fruits  and  berries  reported  by  each  class  of 
business  concerns  are  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  39.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  Pacific  division  ranked 
first  in  stocks  reported,  with  the  West  North  Central  division 
second,  the  East  North  Central  division  third,  and  the  Middle 
Atlantic  division  fourth.  Turning  to  the  figures  for  individual 
states,  it  may  be  seen  that  California  alone  reported  54,757,472 
pounds,  or  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  total  for  the  entire  country. 
Illinois  ranked  second  in  stocks  reported,  New  York  third,  and 
Missouri  fourth.  The  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported  for  the 
eighteen  most  important  states  are  represented  graphically  in 
Diagram  29.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  schedules  are  given  by 
classes  of  business  in  Table  38,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  41.  These  figures  indicate  a  fairly  general  increase 
in  the  stocks  of  canned  fruits  and  berries  for  the  different  classes 
of  concerns  here  considered.  The  increase  in  holdings  was  especially 
marked  in  the  case  of  the  canners,  who  reported  stocks  for  the  date 
of  the  Survey  nearly  three  and  one-half  times  their  holdings  on 
July  1,  1917.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  July  1,  1918,  were 
38.8  per  cent  larger  than  the  corresponding  stocks  on  July  1,  1917. 
The  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  represented  graphically, 
for  each  class  of  business  concerns  except  the  miscellaneous  group, 
in  Diagram  30.

The  commercial  stocks  of  preserves,  marmalades,  jellies,  crushed 
fruits,  and  fruit  sirups,  together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1.  1918,  by  business  concerns 
other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  67,922,655  pounds,  comprising 
64,651,075  pounds  on  hand  and  3,271,580  pounds  in  transit.  Of 
the  stocks  on  hand,  the  manufacturers  held  25.7  per  cent;  the  ware- 
houses, 11.7  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  47.5  per  cent;  the 
confectioners,  3.0  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  12.1 
per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  by  each  of  these  classes 
of  business  concerns  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  42  and 
the  quantity  reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative 
holdings  reported  by  the  different  classes  of  concerns  are  shown 
in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  31.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  preserves, 
marmalades,  jellies,  crushed  fruits,  and  fruit  sirups,  as  reported  in 
the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  is  shown  in  Table  44.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division  ranked  first  among  the  geographic  divisions  in 
stocks  reported,  with  the  East  North  Central  division  second. 
Turning  to  the  figures  for  individual  states,  it  may  be  seen  that 
New  York  alone  reported  14,167,678  pounds,  or  considerably  more 
than  one-fifth  of  the  total  for  the  entire  country.  Illinois  ranked 
second  in  stocks  reported,  Pennsylvania  third,  Ohio  fourth,  Cali- 
fornia fifth,  and  Massachusetts  sixth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the 
eighteen  most  important  states  are  graphically  represented  in 
Diagram  32. 

The  quantities  of  this  commodity  reported  as  in  transit  are 
shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of 
Table  44.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  83  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  schedules  are  given  by 
classes  of  business  in  Table  42,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  45.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  stocks  on  hand 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  larger  than  the  stocks  of  one  year 
earlier  in  the  case  of  all  classes  of  business,  with  the  single  exception 
of  one  subclass  in  the  miscellaneous  group,  namely,  the  bakers. 
The  total  stocks  on  July  1,  1918,  were  22.1  per  cent  larger  than 
the  corresponding  stocks  on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks  on 
the  two  dates  are  represented  graphically,  for  the  manufacturers, 
the  warehouses,  the  wholesale  dealers,  and  the  confectioners,  in 
Diagram  33.
